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Examiner’s Reason for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a stripper assembly for a mold having a first slide pair and second slide 
pair symmetrically arranged about a centerline bisecting a mold face, each slide pair 
having an outer and inner slide, a first connecting bar connected to an inner slide of the 
first slide pair, a second connecting bar connected to an inner slide of the second slide 
pair, a third connecting bar connected to an outer slide of the first slide pair, a fourth 
connecting bar connected to an outer side of the second slide pair, the first and second 
connecting bars moving in a direction towards the centerline when opening the slide 
pairs, an actuator coupled to the first and second connecting bars, a first transmission 
means connected to the first connecting and third connecting bar and a second 
transmission means connected to the second and fourth connecting bar. The closest 
prior art, Spurr and Harrison, fails to teach the actuator coupled to the first and second 
connecting bars and the first and second transmission means.
